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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2 and 6-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The main reason for allowance of claims 1-2 and 6-26 is that Ouchi et al., the 
most relevant prior art reference, fails to disclose that the electrical elements embedded 
in the base structure serve as a heat sink means. The applicant has correctly drawn 
this distinction between the prior art and the instant invention at page 7 of the remarks, 
and after review of the Ouchi et al. reference, the examiner concurs. 

Regarding new claim 24, the.arguments presented by the Applicant refer 
nominally at least to the embodiment of the instant invention depicted in Fig. 6B, in 
which the base has plural surfaces and plural conductive elements on said surfaces, the 
conducted elements in electrical contact with one another. Contrasted with the relevant 
citation previously made when rejecting the claims using the Ouchi et al. reference, this 
limitation is simply not present in Ouchi et al. and is another embodiment of the heat 
sink referred to in claims 1-2 and 6-23. Claims 24-26 are therefore allowable.
